Before her marriage she had 
been an actress, having appeared several 
times in plays at the London Haymarket 
Theatre, and two of her daughters adopted 
the stage as their career. She had been 
christened Horatio, after the famous sea- 
man, and it was as Horatio Nelson that 
she appeared in films. Shortly after her 
broadcast on October i9th last she was 
stricken with pneumonia, and although 
she seemed to be recovering she suddenly 
collapsed under the strain. She was well- 
known in British film studios, but not so 
well to the public.

MEANS TEST 


Mr. Lemass Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, replying to the debate, said that 
although there were many difficulties to be 
overcome, and, they were mainly of a financial 
nature, they hoped to move more quickly in 
the future. He did not claim that the Act 
was perfect, and, when he introduced it, he 
expressed the opinion that amendment was 
almost inevitable. One amending Act had 
already been under consideration, and others 
were likely to come.

The 
buyer, the pig curer and the Department 
were all assured their percentage, but the 
farmer, who produced the pigs, bad to take 
whatever was left. 

Mr. Caldwell (Crossakiel, Meath) said that 
from being the poor man’s savings bank the 
pig had become the poor man’s ruin. There 
was profiteering and villany going on at the 
expense of the r. The producer and 
consumer were being fleeced. 

Mr. Moloney {Roscrea) said that the Pig 
Marketing Board had created great dissatis- 
faction among the pig producers. Since the 
setting up of the Pi arketing Board busi- 
ness had been rai in Roscrea.

SECTARIANISM IN THE NORTH 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Sir,—The speech of Sir Basil Brooke in 
the Avoca Street Unionist Hall, Belfast, 
which you published, carries no more convic- 
tion than did his utterance with the same 
intent at Ballinamallard on 12th August. It 
is easy to understand the desire of one of His 
Majesty’s Ministers to disclaim any share in 
the responsibility for the Belfast outrages; 
but no impartial observer of events can 
ac this denial as sincere. Nor is it 
possible to treat seriously his plea that when 
he proposed a boycott of Catholics he meant 
to assail them in a political sense only, and 
not because of their religion, That is the 
sort of wretched, meaningless distinction 
that thg Nazi leaders in Germany have in- 
vented. Similarly, the promulgators of 
religious persecution throughout the world 
have always banked on the same subterfuge 
since the day when the Founder of 
Christianity stood accused in Pilate’s Hall of 
being a “‘ disloyalist ” to the Roman State. 

The whole posture is as mean as it is 
hypocritical, and does not avail to obscure 


get a fair show. If farmers wanted to avail 
of the Act they could get the price fixed.

An increase in the guaranteed price olf 
whept te 30s. per barrel was urged by a 
resolution from Kildare, moved by Mr. Harris 
(Kildare).

Dr. Ryan said ‘that he was not so sure 
that if an imcreased price were paid the 
labourer would get the advantage of it. 
When the Ard Fheis was asked to é¢lect a 
committee of fifteen to form the National 
Executive, the Chairman (Mr. Ruttledge) 
said that hitherto the rule had been that not 
more than five members of the Senate and 
Dail could be elected, ‘‘ but,’’ he said, “in 
view of the fact that the Senate is coming 
to an end in a short time, that rule is not 
being adhered to in this vote.” 
Dr. Michael Casey (Dungarvan) moved a 
resolution, which was carried, ''that the 
Government should provide a number of deep 
sea trawlers to train their unemployed fisher- 
men in the art of deep-sea trawling.”’ 
The restoration of the game and fishing rights 
to the farmers was urged in a resolution pro- 
posed by the Rev. Father Maguire, who said 
that the farmers should have every single 
produce of the lands restored to them. 
The Rev. Father Kelly, Spiddal, supported 
the motion. 
Mr. Eoin O’Mahoney said that this thing 
should be handled nationally. Millions of 
pounds would cofhe to the country if this 
thing were handled properly. He moved an 
amendment, which was carried, that these 
rights be nationalised. 

Mr. Connolly, Minister for Lands, said that. 
while the fishing rights were not in the hands 
of the Land Commission, the matter was 
being investigated by a Commission. It was 
the practice of the Land Commission to vest 
all sporting rights in the owners of the lands 
under the Land Acts, 


TOWN TENANTS 
Resolutions demanding the introduction of 
legislation embodying a purchase scheme for 
ail town tenants and the linnitation of ground 
rent payments; the establishment of a Fair 
Rent Court to determine a fair standard cf 
rent for complete and part dwellinghouses 
which were let or sub-let; and the abolition 
of ground rents where such rents went out of 
the country, as well as immediate legislation 
governing ground rents where retained in the 
country, were proposed by Mr. Sean O’Far- 
rell, Ennis. 

Mr. Leonard (Manorhamilton) seconded. 
Mr. MacKntee, Minister jor Finance, reply- 
ing, said it was difficult enough to shoulder 
land purchase, but it would be impossible 
to carry through a scheme of purchase for all 
town tenants. When dealing with house 
property they were dealing with a perishable 
asset. On practical grou it would be quite 
impossible to have a scheme for purchase on 
behalf of town tenants. 

Regarding the abolition of ground rents, 
the Minister said that ground rents had come 
to’ be ome of the basic insurances of the com- 
munity. There were trust funds of all kinds, 
and if the position were analysed it would 
be found that in general people believed that 
the safest investment for ndents was the 
purchase of ground rents. hen people said, 
‘‘ Wipe out the ground rents,”’ they were 
going to produce a very serious financial 
situation in the country, and one which, on 
the merits, would scarcely be justified. It 
was a common assumption that the people 
who enjoyed ground rents were the wealthy 
le in the community. He thought that 
it would be found that the general mass of 
those in receipt of ground rents were not 
wealthy people at all, but were simpl 
struggling people who had lost their bread- 
winner. And in between that and the 
occupier of the premises there was a. consider- 
able rumber of intermediate interests.

I refer to that speech in which 
he said, “if the loyal people of the North 
acted now they could save the situation, 
whereas, if they delayed, the worst might

if these menacing words are not an incite- 
ment, and if the whole boycott campaign, 
instigated and carried on by His Majesty’s 
Minister of Agriculture for Northern. Ireland, 
is not un-Christian and a violation of the 
Constitution, which guarantees to all equal 
rights and expressly prohibits the infliction 
of disabilities on account of religious belief, 
then words have lost their plain and accepted 
meaning. But the truth is that Sir Basil 
Brooke knew what he wanted to say, as did 
the Grand Orange Lodge when it adopted 
the boycott resolution, the terms of which 
have just been disclosed in Court. The dread- 
ful results need not be recapitulated, nor can 
they be effaced any more than the account- 
ability of those who, under the guise of 
political controversy, persist in a fanatical 
anti-Catholic vendetta having for its avowed 
object not merely the outlawing but the 
“sar a suppression of a people in their own 
and. 

It is very generous of Sir Basil Brooke to 
assure us that we are not being asked to be 
loval to the Unionist Government; but why 
not have given it its correct designation, ‘‘ A 
Protestant Government for a Protestant | 
people ”’? 

On the question of loyalty to the Crown 
and Constitution, it seems not unnatural that 
we are unable to conform to the exacting 
standards of those “ loyalists,””’ whose slogan 
at one time was that they would kick the 
Queen’s crown into the Boyne, and who, in 
more recent times, resorted to force in defiance 
of the same Crown and Constitution; who 
seduced the British Army from its allegiance, 
paralysed the use of it against rebellion, and, 
to quote Mr. Churchill, were guilty of “an 
outrage against His Majesty’s Realm and Par- 
liament.”’ 

Being an Orzmgeman, Sir Basil Brooke will 
appreciate. the point that there are very 
definite limits to that loyalty which, as 
revealed in the report of a Parliamentary 
Select Committee, shows that it depends abso- 
lutely on the maintenance of a Protestant 
Ascendancy. Clearly, religion is the deter- 
mining factor in the loyalty of this class to 
England. So far as co-operation with those 
who put sectarianism in the forefront of their 
allegiance is concerned, there is, of course, the 
insurmountable difficulty of accepting as 
sincere the invitation of those whose gesture 
of friendship, good-will and Christian charity 
is to consign the Head of the Catholic Church 
to hell, as did one of the Mimnister’s parlia- 
mentary associates not so long ago. Pre- 
sumably the Minister of Agriculture, who 
never repudiated this insult, would excuse it 
as being purely political 

As for our attitude, to which Sir Basil 
Brooke referred, towards British Royalty and 
all that it connotes in the relationship between 
this nation and another, it is well known to 
be determined by a principle higher than he 
or his kind are apparently capable of appre- 
ciating. In any case, while it is realised, as 
the experience of Catholics in England and 
Scotland during and after the Jubilee again 
reminds us, that a different attitude would 
not appease anti-Catholic ferocity, it can 
scarcely be suggested that Irish Nationalists 
would feel induced, under any circumstances, 
to join in receptions that feature the initiation 
of British Roval figures into the fanatic 
drumming rites that in this climate are

DISTRESS IN DERRY

HE Joint Committee of the Medical Re- 
hE search Council and the Agricaltural 

Research Council on Tuberculosis to- 
night issued a report on the experiments in 
Northern Ireland with Spahlinger vaccine in 
the prevention of tuberculosis in cattle, 
The Joint Committee, in their conclusions, 
state that a case has been made out for 
further investigation, but expresses’ the 
opinion that a thorough test should be made 
in this country if Mr. Spahlinger is willing to 
supply vaccine in sufficient quantity for the 
inocniation ‘of a suitable series of animals, 
“We would urge,’ the Committee state, 
‘‘that until the vaccine has been shown by 
further and extended experiments to be effec- 
tive against natural, as well as experimental, 
methods of infection, its practical application 
should be deferred, and we would deprecate 
most strongly its enforced. general use until 
a thorough investigation has been made.”’ 
In the course of the report, the comment 
is made that in general the number of animals 
was not enough to. give statistically conclu- 
sive results.

The death was reported yesterday from 
Haifa, Iraq, of Dr. Frederick Roland 
Studdert Shaw, M.C., a native of Dublin, 
and one of the best amateur sprinters Ire- 
land ever produced.
